Popular St. Louisan, Well Known for 
His Accomplishments, Succumbed 
Saturday After a Long IIl- 
ness at His Home.

home, 3841 Westminster place, at 1:45 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, in his 5lst year. 

Hic had been dangerously ill for several 
days and his death was expected. 

His death was due to cerebral apoplexy. 
Hie had been an invalid for three months.

Mr. McCreery was known as the most 
versatile man in St. Louls. He was master 
of many accomplishments, in any one of 
which the average man would be content 


to be proficient. 

Hiis widest fame, probably, 
liardist.

for his musical acomplishments. For years 
he was the tenor soloist and choir director 
vf Christ Church Cathedral. 

He wrote an opera something like a dozen 
yeurs ago entitled, ‘“‘L Afrique,”’ which was 
gi “ope in New York by the McCaull 

era company. 

r. McCreery was an enthusiastic cricket 
player, a capable golfer in recent years, a 
baseball leader and a gymnasium star in 
ills younger days. 

In addition, Mr. McCreery was a high- 
grade chess playe r, an artist of some ability 
and one of the finest ice skaters St. Louis 
ever developed. 

In all these things, Mr. McCreery was 
purely an amateur. He was a son of rich 
8 signer inherited a fortune, and added to 

is possessions by attention to his real es- 
tate business. 

Mr. McCreery was tall, ruged and ath- 
letic, 6 feet in height, broad-shouldered 
a +e wel hing about 200 pounds.

McCreery was in the § wholesale dry 
goods business with the late Wayman 
Crow, one of St. Louis’ pioneer merchants.

In his youth he was sent to the Episcopal 
Grammar School at Racine. Wis., and later 
finished his edfcation in Paris. Frank Day 
of St. Louis, a schoolmate of Mr. McCreeryv 
at Racine, says that he was the strongest 
man at the school, The late Charles C. 
Maffitt went to Paris with Mr. MecCreery 
and the intimate friends ship then begun 
continued until the latter's death. 
Mr. McCreery was married over a quar- 
ter of a century ago to Miss Mary Louise 
Carr, daughter of Dabney Carr of St. 
Louis. She and three of ow four children 
survive him. They are Mrs. Oscar Viethe, 
who was Miss Mary Louise McCreeryv 
prior to her marriage a few months ago, 
Andrew, aged 12, and Katherine, aged 9. The 
second daughter, Miss Christine McCreervy.

New York Detectives Claim 
to Know the Murderers. 


THEY WERE THE BURGLARS 


THE PROSECUTION HAS FORGED A 
CHAIN OF CIRCUMSTANTIAL 
EVIDENCE. 


The Courtroom Is Crowded With Aris- 
tocratic and Beautifully Gowned 
Women, Friends of the 
Family. 


Special to tue Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 20.—Capt. Ti- 
tus, chief of detectives of New York City, 
is working on a supposed clew to the Fos- 
burg murder mystery, which, if it develops 
as he anticipates, will clear Robert Stewart 
Fosburg of the charge of shooting his sis- 
ter, May, and place the crime on a gang 
of professional burglars. The information 
came to Capt. Titus several weeks ago 
through two women who are well known in 
MceGurk’s ‘Suicide Hall’’ and other Bowery 
resorts. 

“Our information,” said Capt. Titus yes- 


terday, ‘points to burglars. It is based up- 
on statements made in a quarrel by a pro- 
fessional crook who was under the influence 
of liquor. We have three witnesses who 
were present at the time. That is all I am 
at liberty to state for the present. The 
man I suspect has not been in New York 
for several weeks, although _ he usually 
makes his headquarters here.” 

On the other hand, the trial has been ad- 
journed until Monday when Chief Nichol- 
son of the Pittsburg police will tel! why he 
is confident no one except Fosburg killed 
the sister, May. 

Thus far the commonwealth has forged 
several links in the chain of circumstances 
by which it seeks to fasten the killing of 
his sister on Robert Stewart Fosburg. 
Nine witnesses have been examined. This 
is the chain as thus far completed; 
Three Links 

in the Chain. 

irst Mnk—Robert Stewart Fosburg told 
Pinkerton Detective Conners, State Detec- 
tive Whitney and Dr. Paddock that one of 
the burglars turned, while in or just out- 
side the window of the kitchen bedroom, 
as he was encang. and fired back at the 
Fosburg family he shot went into the 
comb on a cheap bureau that stood agains* 
the door. Several witnesses demonstrated 
by lines drawn from the bullet's course on 
the bureau that the shot could not come 
from the window. 

Second link—Witness Rose, expert in 
firearms, testified that the bullet in the 
comb box was from a thirty-caliber cart- 
ridge, similar to the — young Fosburg 
bought when he bought the pistol that 
ameaveeres on the night of the killing. 

Third link—After he qualified as an ex- 
ert, Dr. yh tg was allowed to show that 
ecause of the powder stains on the night- 

dress worn by the murdered girl, the pistol 
must have been held within e ght inches of 
her breast when it was fired. He was 
also allowed to testify that a bullet from a 
thirty-two caliber revolver fired at that 
close range would not go entirely through 
a well nourished body 

Chief Nicholson has had charge of the 
case against Fosburg since before the in- 
dictment was found. He sits in the court- 
room with the state’s lawyers and directs 
their questions. He knows more of the 
reasons why an indictment was found than 
any other person. 

It is likely that Beatrice and James Fos- 
burg will also be sworn. The prosecution 
hopes to finish by Monday night or Tues 
day noon. 

“Dirty Dick” Quinn 
as a Witness. 

It is reported here on the best authority 
that the state has “‘Dirty Dick’’ Quinn in 
custody and will bring him here Monday or 
Tuesday to testify as to the whereabouts 
of his notorious ‘‘Wire Gang’ on the night 


Miss Forburg was killed. It is understood 
that Quinn will swear that his gang was 
at Adams on the night of the murder. 
Other members of the gang, Hackett, Pe- 
terson and Bly are in jail in varlous parts 
of New England. 

Tt has always been the contention of the 
Fosburg family that the burglars were 
members of the ‘‘Wire Gang.” It is ad- 
mitted that Peterson, Bly and Hackett 
were not in Pittsfield on the night of the 
murder, but it has always been yee 
by the Fosburgs that che brown Derby 
hat found in the yard on the morning after 
the murder was Quinns, It is likely the 
state can disprove this or Quinn would not 
be held as a probable witness. It has been 
the contention of the police that at the time 
of the murder there were only four of the 
“Wire Gang’ in this neighborhood. The 
Fosburg detectives have held that there 
were twelve of this gang hereabouts, split 
into parties of four.

He Started Back to Germany to Re- 
claim His Estate Forty-Seven Days 
Ago and No Word Has Come 
From Him Since. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 20.—Forty-seven days 
have passed since Count Edmond Von 
Larisch left New York to reclaim his title 
and estates in Germany, and members of 
his family have not heard whether or not 
arrived in Germany to report in person 
to the Emperor. 

The members of the count’s family have 
cabled to the officials in Germany to whom 
Count Von Larisch was to report, and they 
have wirtten to the proprietor of the 
Kaiser’s hotel in London, where he stopped 
upon his arrival in that city, but have re- 


ceived no tidings of him except a brief note, 
written when he landed in London neariy 
two months ago. In this letter Count Von 
Larigch said he had suffered greatly at sea 
and had sprained his ankle. This, he saia, 
was but one link In the long chain of his 
lll-luck. He, however, nopes that he would 
soon complete the formalities necessary to 
lay claim to his estates. 

Count Von Larisch was to have been met 
in Liverpool by his sister, Princess Witt- 
genstein of Russia, whe has been taking 
care of his property during the years of his 
exile. The members of the family here do 
not know whether or not the princess met 
her brother. Count Von Larisch’'s exile ex- 
pired June 14 last. On that day he had 
planned to enter Sta and report to the 
colonel of the regiment, in which he was a 
Keutenant 45 years ago, when, in the heat 
of passion, he fatally stabbed Maj. Count 
Von Ponita. 

He was so highly connected that he was 
allowed to leave Prussia without a trial for 
murder. He was sentenced to exile for 40 
years. The terms were rigid. He was not 
to correspond with anyone in Germany. 

Princess Wittgenstein has not even dared 
to write to him. So the instructions re- 
ceived by the count before he left New York 
were meager. He was told by an agent of 
the German government that he would be 
met in London and would be escorted back 
to his native land. 

Count Von Larisch and Maj. Count Von 
Ponita were in love with the same woman. 
Jealousy caused the lieutenant to stab the 
major while on the aoe ground and the 
wound was fatal. fon Larisch came to 
this country, landing in New Orleans. There 
he learned the watch-repa‘ring trade and 
established a little shop under the name of 
Edmund Heinecke, by which name he has 
always passed in America. He served in 
the Confederate army and was several

NEW YORK, July 20.—J .Plerpont Mor- 
ean has made another coup. With a thirty 
million dollar bank, he becomes the central! 
figure among the commercial bankers of 
the country. He was the chief of railroad 
vankers. 

That is the real meaning of First National 
Bank of this city increasing its capital 
stock. 

The new interests in the First National 
will include J. Pierpont Morgan, who is 
vice-president of the National Bank of 
Commerce, and James J. Hill, who is the 
largest stockholder in the Chase National 
Bank. 

The former institution {s now the largest 
national bank in the United States, having 
a capital of $10,000,000 and a surplus of $i,- 
00,000, while the Chase National Bank, 
though not the largest bank of the country 
as to capital and surplus, has the largest 
number of country bank accounts and more 
banks in the United States deposit there 
than with any other financial institution. 

At present the largest national bank in 
the country as to deposits is the National 
City. Its Une aggregrates about $150,000,000 
of gross Ceposits. Its capital is $10,000,000 
and its surplus $5,000,000, and in addition 
stockholders have a Hability equal to their 
holding. Thus the actual and contingent 
capital of the National City Bank is equal 
to $25,000,000 as compared with the $17,000,- 
000 capital and surplus of the National Bank 
of Conimerce, 

The stockholders of the National Bank of 
Commerce have no liabilities beyond their 
shares, as by special permission the bank 
became a national institution, after its 
stockholders had demanded a release of the 
double Hability clause in the national bank- 
ing account. 

The First National Bank after being re- 
organized will have a capital of $10,000,000, 
a surplus of a like sum and a stockholders 


liability of $10,000,000 more, making its real 
and contingent capital $30,000,0vu, tne largest 
in the yee ge { 

Affiliated with this bank will be the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce and the Chase Na- 
tional Bank.

NEW YORK, July 20.—When J. Pierpont 
Morgan spoke thirty-eight words about the 
steel strike, each word cost Wall street 
bulls $1,292,618. 

Before Mr. Morgan gave out his state- 
ment stocks were booming. There had got 
abroad a rumor that the strike would be 
settled by compromise. Mr. Morgan's state- 
ment was a simple denial of this report. 

It was such an emphatic declaration, 
however, to the effect that no quarter would 
be given the striking employes of the big 
steel trust that Wall street jumped to the 
conclusion that a long and bitter siege of 
labor troubles was ahead, and began sell- 
ing stocks. As a result of the liquidation 
the decline in elghteen principal stocks 
amounted to $48,692,295. 

There is no doubt that the policy of J. 
‘P. Morgan toward the steel strikers is to 
be “no compromise.’’ The United States 
Steel Co. intends to resist the demands of 


its employes, even if it becomes necessary 
to close down every mill. Mr. Morgan sel- 
dom speaks for publication, and when he 
does he weighs ever word well. His state- 
ment, therefore, is regarded on all sides 
not only as important, but as conclusive.

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July ¥.—The 
trial of Ellis Glenn, charged with forgery, 
is approaching a crisis. The prosecution 
is ready to admit that there will either be 
a verdict of acquittal or a hung jury. The 
courtroom is crowded with spectators. It 
was announced early this morning that the 
defense would be ready to rest its case by 
noon today. oh i 

Philip White of Marietta testified as to the 
scar Bert Glenn had upon his wrist, but 


which does not appear upon the wrist of El- 
lis Gienn, also as to the general appearance 
of the two persons. 

I. W. Lynch, a contractor, testified that 
he knew Bert Glenn; met him at Wlillams- 
towns. Gienn had shaved him a great many 
times. Defendant resembled Bert Gienn, 
but would not recognize her as Bert Gienn. 
He wou d not state that the defendant was 
the same, but said her hair would cause a 
change in her appearance. 

Mrs. A. K. Kuupmano said he knew Bert 
Glenn in Williamstown, where he delivered 
groceries and also papered a room {for 
them. The defendant is not the Bert Glenn 
that she knew, Bert Glenn was very small 
and the defendant’s face is longer than 
Bert Glenn's. 

Mr. Koopman, the next witness, knew 
Bert Glenn in Williamstown. The defend- 
ant, he sald, does not look like the Glenn 
he knew in Williamstown, although the 
change from man to woman's cluthes might 
have made a change in his appearance. 
Bert Glenn was not as tall as the defend- 
ant and his shoulders were broader. 

Ss. Bonham, a laundryman of Hunt- 
ington, testified that he knew EB. B. Glenn 
while in Huntington, and had gone to Will- 
jlamsport with him. Glenn wanted him to 
come to Williamsport to look into the ad- 
visabllity of opening a laundry. While on 
the way to Williamstown he stopped at a 
hotel in Parkersburg, and slept with Glenn 
one night. He saw a number of scars on 
one of Glenn’s arms and was told that he 
had been in a railroad wreck. 

“While Glenn was in Huntington,” he 
said, “he stopped at my mother’s home. 
Hlis laundry work was done at my laundry. 
I have often examined his underclothing 
and marked it, and found nothing to indi- 
cate that he was not a man; never had any 
reason to believe that E. B. Glenn was 
anything but a man. I have examined the 
prisoner's arms and there are no scars on 
them. The defendant resembles E. B. 
Glenn, especially about the upper part of 
the face, where the resemblance is quite 
strong. but the lower part of defendant's 
face is not like E. B. Glenn's.” 

Dr. A. N. Frame, a member of the State

the defendant. I examined her head for 
acars and found none. I don't know of 
any method of entirely removing 4 4 ar, 
but it might be made smalier. [ als) ex- 
amined the defendant and measnred het 
limbs to ascertain their length. I found 
the left leew seven-eighths of an inch saort- 
er than the right limb. I think it was 
caused by having it broken below the 
knee. I found no scars on her hands I 
examined her nead carefully. I found one 
small scar at the edge of the hair above 
the left eye. I did not examine her arn:s 


for scars.

myself.”’ . 

When found the girl was lying in be- 
tween high weeds. To the slight shelter 
from the sun they afforded she probably 
owes her life. 

The young woman told the Post-Dispatch 
that she lett home six months ago because 
of a disagreement with her mother, who 
objected to a young man with whom she 
was keeping company. 

‘‘This man induced me to leave, home,” 
she said. “I tried to get work, but could 


not. 

‘TLast Sunday afternon I decided to go 
back home and ask mother to forgive me. 
She told me that I didn’t deserve assist- 
ance. I left the house and started for the 
reservoir. On the way I met the young 
man I mentioned and after a few words 
with him he struck me. 

“Tl walked on and on, it seemed to me 
the length of St. Louls. The sun was ter. 
ribly hot and eacl,moment I thought I 
would fall in a faint. As I came to Oak 
Hili and McDonald avenues I started 
through the field, but was so weak I could 
not go further. My senses left me and 
after that I knew nothing until I found 
myself in the hospital.”

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ARBITRATION IS STILL PRACTICABLE. 


Right-minved reople all over the world have expressed sur- 
»ris2 and indigration because, with all the machinery for 
arbitration of international disputes expressly previdel by 
The Hague treaty, not one of the nations who signed that 
solemn covenant has seriously attempted to substitute arbi- 
tration for war in South Africa. | 

But is it not equally surprising and deplorable that the 
capital and labor employed in the great iron and steel indus- 
try of the United States should be wnable to arbitrate their 
dispute—should indeed apparently be unable even to formu- 
late a definition of their dispute which both parties will ac- 
cept as accurate? 

The material interest at stake in this great industrial con- 
troversy is not inferior in importance to those involved in 
the Anglo-Boer war. Not less than 5,000,000 men, women and 
children. their daily welfare, comfort and happiness, will be 
ultimately involved in this strike if it is allowed to go on 
until it includes all the industries directly allied with or nearly 
related to those in which thé works have already been shut 
down. This is a population five times as large as that of the 
two South African republics. And the losses in wages to 
the men and in profits to the companies—to say nothing of 
the injury to be done to the prosperity of the whole country 
if its backbone manufacturing industry ts paralyzed—will 
far exceed the $1,500,000 a day that Great Britain is wasting 
in her war of conquest. 

Is it true that every means has been exhausted of avoid- 
ing a settlement of the iron and steel trade dispute by the 
crude and wasteful method of a great strike? Such a strike 
is in effect war—an internal and industrial war, it is true, 
but none the less a destructive, wasteful and avoidable war. 
After it has been waged for a longer or shorter time it will 
have to be ended by some sort of understanding between the 
parties. Why not come to an understanding before instead 
of after a fight? 

In spite of the fact that the strike is ‘“‘on’ it is not vet fe- 
late to arbitrate. And it ought fot to be impracticable. As 
Gladstone said when the Venezuela war madness was at its 
crisis point, “Only common sense is necessary.” And an ap- 
peal to common sense ought to be easier and more promptly 
effective in calling off a ruinous conflict right here at horne 
among ourselves than it was in calling off a foreign war on 
that historic occasion.
